The usual season for popular Lectures, tinder

the direction of ihe various Literary and Scientific
association«» which exist in our city, ha* again oc¬

curred ; anil la«t evening, agreeably to a previous
announcement, the Hon. JotlN QülKCT Adams de¬
livered the introductory Address before the Bos¬
tón Lyceum. The doors of the Odeon were

thrown open an hour heiore the time appointed for
the Lecture, but riot until hundreds had gathered
in the street impatiently waiting for entrance ;

and that spacious building '.vas crowded in every

part by one of the most fashionable and intelli¬

gent audiences that ever convened within its wall*..

The deine to *..* the venerable old Patriot,.and
'listen to-bis tremulous but powerful eloquence,
increases with bis advancing year* and with the

weight of honors conferred upon him by a grateful
and confiding people. On his entrance, the whole
assembly rose as a testimony of their respect and
veneration for the man who hus rendered such

signal and important service to his Country, and
whose private character, amid all the temptations
and allurements of public life, has been stained by
no vice.

Mr. Adams was introduced to the Assembly in
some preliminary observations by the Hon. Ascoi
Lawrencï, President of the Lyceum: und when
he stood up to Hddros* the people, was received
with rapturous njjpluuse. He said the highly flat¬
tering remarks by the President had placed him
in a very embarrassing position. It did uol be¬
come him »a ho {-ut on tin; harness to boast himselt
as he that pulteth it olí". It whs his duty now lo

put on ihe armor, but he feared there would be
small occasion lor boasting when he should tulce il
off.

Mr. Adams then took u manuscript from bis
pocket, and proceeded lo ie«d the Lecture which
lie had prepared for I he occasion. His subject
may be thus stated : The Nature and Design*
of the Social Compact, or the True Foundation
o) Human Government, I shall not attempt to

give you a skotcb, much le«,s a report, <#f his re¬

mark's, which were rather too abstruse loi u pop*
tilnr assembly. The sobjeci is on« of the most in¬
tricate thai ever tasked the power«! oi ihe human
mind, involving, as it does, ihe whole question ol
the rights and duties <>f the rulers and the iule.1,
and the merits and demerits of every form of gov¬
ernmental organization on the face oí ihe earth..
Plis subject, to which a volume could hardly do
.justice, is of stielt magnitude as nltnos' to appal
common minds, and 1 do not think it well adapted
to develope the peculiar and shining qualities ul
Mr. Adams's intellectual powers, nor i</ kiinlh
the fires of that eloquence f«ir>which he i- noJ!istl\,
celebrated. J think rhe high-rui«?ed expectations
Of the audience were lar from being .-.üii-tie.-! ; and
that the lame or one whose reputation J»-1 m pro¬
found thinker bad m>i been established upon an
enduring basis would havobeen somew bal dimmed
by sttch a performance, f am aware thai tho e\

pression of such ¡i sentiment respecting one of ihe
master-spirits ol tite ul*c may s^.-m presumptuous
in me, all untitleil and unknown to fame as I am
but I bave Hjioken with nil freedom die sentiment
of my own lienrt, and Í doubt no! tlmf of bun¬
dled-, m..re who heard him. VVbai I Imve »leid,
however, does nut respect ho much tin* soundness
or unsoundness of the propositions advanced b\
Mr. Adam«, as it <b>es the arguments, illustration?
and analogie» by which h« attempted to sujijh.ii
them.
The lecture was strictly Conservative, and em

bodied some fuir hits at the vaunted Democracy
of the times. He said that, the j-hrases " whole
people," " the people," &c., us used in our Con*
stltutions, were to be understood us including, nol

every man, woman and child in the community,
but only thut portion of the people who were ca¬

pable of enteitng tlio body politic und beuring it«
responsibilities. He maintained thut by the Jaw
of nature woman is subject to her husband, and
that the latter is th* rightful representative of the
former, and ofhis minor Children in framing the
social compact. He «.uni thut our form of govern¬
ment was nut a Democracy, in tho sense in which
that term was used by a party, any more iban it
was a Monurchy ; and this he illustrated by the

itroviaious of the Constitution of Mnssachuseus.
f he were permitted to designate the name by
which the party of bis choice should be known, he
would call it the Constitutional party, ami ils ob¬
ject should be to maintain the Constitution in¬
violate.
